All night long 


bitter fighting has been in progress 
a't .various points on the front and 
with, dawn the battle broadened to

left. 


Combles fell- as the sun rose on a per- 
fect-summer day. Sitting in the 
midst of a heap of hills the town 
was isolated yesterday by the seiz- 
ing" of the high ground on either 
side by the French and British: In 
the early hours of the morning the 
British took- an orchard in the north- 
ern outskirts-and then, after a heavy 
preliminary shelling, they charged 
the trenches on the edge of the vil- 
lage. 
The trenches 
were 
empty 


when they reached them. 
At the 


same time the French, dashing for 
ward on the outside of the village 
pushed victoriously- forward in th 
heart of the village. 
In the mai 


street the soldiers of the two nation 
met and joyously shook hands, call 
ing out to each other "Parlez vous 
and "How D'ye do." 


Combles had a labyrinth of dug 


outs and well fortified cellars bu 
at the last' practically no defens 
was made. Those Germans who hac 
not managed to escape when th 
town was 
hopelessly 
surroundec 


were taken prisoner.

RUMANIANS 


SAY GERMANS AXD BUIXMRIANS 


WERE DECISIVELY* DEFEAT- 


ED IA 
T DOBliUDJA BATTLE. 


Central Powers Suffered Great Loss, 


Five ^Thousand Rifles Being 


1'icJked'Up in One Section. 
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Bucharest, Monday, Sept. 25, Tia 


London, Sept. 27.—Details of 
the 


great battle on the Dobrudja front 
which lasted from Sept. 17 to Sept. 
39, and ended, according to General 
Avereseo in the decisive defeat of 
the Germans and Bulgarians, 
are 


given in an official statement issued 
by the war office today. 


The statement says: 
"The supreme command learned 


on Sept. 17 that detachments of our 
forces had been compelled to retire 
before superior enemy 
forces and 


were tolling slowly back, inflicting 
heavy losses on the enemy. Meas- 
ures were taken to me^t the situa- 
tion and a dsperate battle began on 
ihe front stretching from the Dan- 
ube to the Black Sea. 


"The fighting opened along 
the 


[janube, where enemy columns con- 
sisting, mostly of Germans,.endeav- 
ored to force their way into Cher- 
lavoda. The effort was defeated by 
the splendid resistance of the Ru- 
manians who with repeated bayonet 
attacks supported by fire of three 
monitors in the river, brought 
the 


advance of the enemy to a stand- 
still. 


"In two days fighting of the most 


lesperate character the enemy suf- 
'ered heavy losses, his massed for- 
mations being mowed down by artil- 
ery fire. 
In the center 
he 
was 


Iriven from trenches which he mo- 
nentarilj' succeeded in penetrating 
>y the allied Rumanian, Russian and 
Serbian troops. 


"Finally at 9 o'clock in the even- 


ng of Sept. 19, the enemy onslaught 
-cached its climax. The allies by a 
orroidable counter-attack overthrew 
he enemy's mht wing, which fled

The British capture of the long 


resisting Thiepval stronghold, Sol- 
lowing closely 
and 
unexpectedly 


upon the capture of Combles by the

followed up 
last 
night by a new 


stroke on the part of the French 
south of the Somme, 
where they 


drove, out from Vermandovillers and 
captured a strongly fortified wood 
east of the town. 


Apparently this new drive is aim- 


ed at Chaulnes, which bears to the 
southern end of the 
Samme line 


somewhat the relation that Combles 
did to the northern sector. 


The beginning of a . French effort 


to pocket this other-German strong- 
hold was apparent some time ago 
similar to that" east from Vermando- 
villers to a point two-miles almost 
directly south of Chaulnes, and has 
not been unexpected. 
The French 


already have been pushed well south 
of the town. 
Meanwhile the mili- 


tary importance of the gains from 
Thiepval to the Somme, scored in 
the smashing offensive of the pre- 
sent week are expected, by military 
observers at the entente capital to 
be made manifest by spreading fur- 
ther inroads upon German-held ter- 
ritory.

houses have installed paper balers 
and also to the fact that paper in 
the homes is being saved and sold 
to- paper collectors instead of being 
destroyed. 


Junk dealers are paying from 40 


to 45 cents a hundred pounds for 
baled paper but collectors who pick 
up paper at homes and offices are 
paying 25 cents a hundred.

have to 
haul 
it to some

point, bale it and then deliver it to 
the junk dealers who ship it by the 
carload 
to 
the 
paper mills. Old 


newspapers and other grades of the 
cheaper paper—though no paper is 
cheap these days—are sent to mills 
that make colored paper, wrapping 
paper, etc. 


The news print supply is still far 


short of the demand and prices are 
soaring. 
Many publishers are find- 


ing it difficult to obtain paper at 
any price. 
A traveling

who 


visited Newark last week quoted a 
price more 
than 
three 
times the 


normal price for newspaper and one 
concern a few days ago thought it 
was conferring a special favor in 
quoting a price of 5 cents a pound 
plus the freight. 


Publishers are meeting the situa- 


tion by cutting off "returns" by re- 
ducing the number of pages, by us- 
ing smaller type and smaller head-' 
lines, fewer illustrations, by reduc- 
ing- the size of the margins of the 
page, by advancing subscription and 
advertising rates.

We knocked the two 
middle letters out and still further 
shortened it to "zero." The French, 
on the other band, contracted the Latin 
term into "cifre," thus getting nearer 
to the Arabic. 


And sirice the English language has

Race Origins. 


Herbert Bruce llannay, an English- 


man, has written a book on "European 
and Other Race Origins" in •which, 
taking various people back to their 
earliest ancestors, he sets forth that 
the Prussians are the descendants Of 
the Ishmaelites, tlie Dutch and Hes- 
sians of the Hittltes, the French of the 
Canaanites, the Slavs of the Medes, 
the non-Prussians and non-Hessian 
Germans of the Persians and the Eng- 
lish of the house of Judah. He is quite 
certain 'that the English, notwithstand- 
ing their alleged descent from the 
Angles, the Saxons and the Jutes, are 
not Teutons, but Lark back to the He- 
brew race. It will be recalled that * 
theory like unto tills was advanced by 
a Lieutenant Totten, who proved to his 
own satisfaction that the people of 
England and mo'st of the people of 
America were of Saxon origin and 
that the word Saxons was itself a cor- 
ruption of "Isachsohns"—that is, sons 
of Isaac, the son of Abraham. 


Correct Pronunciation. 


A study of individual pronunciations 


suffices to show that many "accepted 
rules of speech," exist only in Imagina- 
tion and are regularly broken—very of- 
ten unconsciously—even by those who 
delight in laying down the rules, Dan- 
iel Jones, one of our leading authori- 
ties on English pronunciation, tells an 
amusing story in support of this state- 
ment. He had remarked that most ed- 
ucated people pronounce "always" as 
if it were written "orlwiz." One state- 
ly old dame was horrified at the idea 
and repudiated the mere thought. She 
summed up the whole discussion by de- 
claring, with an air of finality, "Per- 
sonally I orlwiz say 'always.'" The 
only test of what is correct In pronun- 
ciation is to find out what la the gen- 
eral practice of^educated -people.—Lon- 
don Standard. '

Why 
not put, instead of Cyprus, some Greek 
island, such as Corfu?" And thus it 
came to pass that from respect to the 
treaty of Paris Othello had to go to 
Corfu.

Alcohol From Wood. 


Most people when Informed of the 


fact that alcohol is manufactured from 
sawdust immediately assume that the 
product is the so called "wood alcohol" 
of commerce. This is not the case, 
and a statement of the two processes 
of manufacture makes the distinction 
clear. True wood or methyl alcohol Is 
produced by the destructive distilla- 
tion of wood. Cordwdod Is placed in 
a retort which is heated until the 
gases and liquids are driven off and 
only charcoal remains. The liquid dis- 
tillate is then divided into components, 
one of which is wood alcohoL In the 
production of ethyl alcohol from saw- 
dust the process at certain stages is 
very similar to that used with grain, 
molasses, potatoes, etc., and the pro- 
duct is exactly the same. The sawdust 
is cooked with dilute acid to produce 
sugars from the wood substance 
These sugars are leached out and the 
liquor is fermented and distilled, pro- 
ducing grain or ethyl alcohol—Amcri- 
ian_Lumbennan.

early part of the nineteenth century 
spent a number of years among the 
Shoshone1? of California studying their 
language definitely concluded that they 
•nere descendants of the Mauteaus 
Tartars. His reasons for arriving at 
this conclusion were learned and ex- 
tremely convincing, and the subse- 
quent discovery in the Chinese annals 
of the account of an expedition sent 
out by Kublai Khan, who as Cheng 
Tsung -was the second emperor under 
the Yuan (first Mogul) dynasty, 1280 
A. D., practically confirms the French 
professor's conclusions. 


This t expedition, made up almost 


wholly of Tartars, visiting what is now 
California. Mexico, Central America 
and Peru, readily recognized that these 
countries bad bcea settled many gen- 
erations earlier by a branch of tiieir 
otvn race, and t Iwy so reported to their 
sovereign npon llwir return to China.— 
R. II. Adams in National Magazine.

Highness talked with the corr^espon- 
dcnt for nearly two-hours and out- 
lined his position freely, the keynote 
of his remarks being the sentiment 
quoted above. 
The sultan is a man of magnetic 


personality and a charming conver- 
sationalist. 
Democratic in his idea 


—and he expresses pride in this fact, 
because, he says, the spirit of democ- 
racy is the foundation of Lslamisir.— 
he is equally democratic in manner 
and speech. 


Throughout his life—he is 
05 


years old, although from his appear- 
ance he might easily be taken 
as 


many years younger—he has been a 
student of the world and has a pro- 
found knowledge of many subjects. 


His Highness expressed 
satisfac- 


tion with the progress made thus far 
as regards the change in ideas and 
sentiments1 of the people since his as- 
cension- 
He said there had 
been 


great strides in the establishment of 
moral support of the sultan by the 
people and added that there was an 
tver-growing feeling of confidence in 
Great Britain. 
"When I was asked to assume the 


position, of sultan 
1 ' declined 
at 


first,' continued His Highness. "The 
situation then was a complicated and 
difficult one, and I have no personal 
ambitions. 
After caretul .reflection 


-J decided that I could do Egypt a 
service by accepting, and that con- 
sequently it was my duty to under- 
take the responsibility for love of my 
countrj. 
Accordingly I cast my lot 


with Great Britain. I have shaken 
hands with the 
British: 
I 
have 


pledged my faith, and I shall carry 
my agreement to a finish, 
under- 


standing well that it is in the inter- 
est of my country. 


"Had 
it not been for my faith in 


the Britis.h government, and my be- 
lief that there would be a gradual 
increase in the rights granted us in 
the matter of self-rule. I should never 
have undertaken the task. From a 
personal standpoint I had nothing to 
gain. I was happy as a prince, fol- 
lowing my agricultural and philan- 
thropic pursuits, with no weight of 
government upon my shoulders. But 
1 am glad to make any personal sac- 
rifice for the good of my country."- 


His Highness here spoke feelingly 


of the people of the United States. 


"I have great 
admiration for 


America," he said. "I admire Ameri- 
can pluck, initiative and 
love of 


country. 
Americans have the wel- 


fare of their nation at heart, which 
is as it should 
be. I have been 


greatly pleased v/hile in Paris to see

I believe that even these 


tiny folk knew the feeling of patri- 
otism and that this is typical of your 
great republic.
